THE PIR3T OMNIBUSES. 


In 1062 a company of prom- 


inent mon In Parla oronnlied for 
the purpoto of providing sheep 
traneportatlon for thoie who 
could not afford carriage!. Pas- 
cal, the greet writer,, wae the 
originator of the lohnme and 
one of the company, King Louie 
XIV. Inued a royal decree, In 
accordance with tho oompany'a 
deilree, authorizing tha octal)- 
Ilihment of n line of two-ponco 
half-penny omnlbuiee, "for tha 
benefit," eo the decreo r»n, "of 
a great number of persone III 
provided for, ne persona en* 
gaged In lavveulti, Infirm poo- 
pie, and others, who have not 
the means to ride In chalae -or 
carriage,". The decree express- 
ly provided that the omnlbuaei 
nhould run at fixed hours, full 
or empty, and from certain ex- 
treme quartern of the city, The 
service wae Inaugurated March 
18, 1602, at seven o'clock In the 
morning.

taken In the matter, and It was 
made a. festive occasion.

line was started with seven 


/coaches, with Beats for eight 


persons, Pour started from ono 
aide of the city and three from 
the opposite side, Each was ac.
